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Some Changes Must Be Made 


BmOU who are like the late Will Rogers and all you know is what 
you read in the newspapers, are being badly misled as to the 
current business situation. 

The newspapers tell of increases in retail sales and of other 
large business deals that stagger the imagination, yet they fail 
to tell anything about the hundreds, yes thousands of business 
concerns of all kinds, some big and some little who are suf- 
fering from the present situation. They fail to tell of the paint maker who 
formerly made aluminum paint and who had to close up his business because 
of lack of a supply of the basic raw material. They fail to tell of many other 
lines of business which suffer in the same manner. 

What has all this to do with stamps? Just to point out to you that 
there are other lines of business besides stamp dealing and “its kindred lines 
that are in a bad way, some will not recover readily, others will stage a come- 
back, but for stamps, the dealer who is awake and on his toes can manage 
to develop a volume of business that will keep him busy for a few months 
when a turn for the better is certain to come. 

A Chicago dealer put it this way. “Dad is working so hard and such 
long hours that he is just too tired to monkey with his stamps, so his busi- 
ness is lost to the dealer, but Junior gets an extra quarter or a half much 
easier than he formerly got it and the dealer catering to his trade is finding 
the business much better.” 

We must of consider that the hot that 
cooler weather will show improvement, that there is nothing that will rest a 
man’s nerves and provide the necessary relaxation from a hard days work so 
readily as will a session with his stamp album. “Dad” is going to have more 
money to spend this winter and less things to spend it for. The stamp dealer 
is fortunate that there is no curtailment of production in the goods he sells, 
on the contrary, there is an ever increasing flow of interesting stamps from 
the war weary world and their collection and study is more fascinating than 
ever, so the proper thing for the stamp dealer to do is to push his product 
and prepare to take care of the business that will come to him with cooler 
weather.

The printer too is suffering from the present emergency. There are 
thousands of business concerns who formerly were making a product which 
they sold and for which they had to buy thousands of dollars worth of 


printed sales literature. Many of these concerns are no longer buyers of print- 
ing because the Government has laid fat orders in their laps with immense 
profits tied to them. All they need do is deliver the goods and collect, they 
have no need for printed sales literature. As a result, the most of the com- 
mercial printing plants are without sufficient business to keep their organiza- 
tions together. Short time for most of the employees and some laid off al- 
together is the only way these plants can meet this situation. 

For the time being, the editing of this publication will be handled by 
Mr. Linn. Bob Richardson is on an enforced vacation and is spending the 
first few weeks on a trip to Colorado. Just how soon we can again get on 
a full week basis is something that we can only guess at, for with business 
disrupted as it is we can only make every effort to make every possible sav- 
ing that we may be able to survive this critical period. 

We anticipate an improvement by winter, for we believe that the great 
spending program, which thus far is mostly in talk, will emerge into an ac- 
tual deluge of dollars from the Government that will find their way into the 
hands of all who are willing to work and render a service no matter what 
that service be, for when the working man has cash he has always found a 
way to spend it and we do not believe that the present period will be any 


different than the last. —G. W. L.

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Canada’s Silver Jubilees 


HE other day as I was searching 
through a Canadian mission mix- 





ture I found a “weeping prin- 
cess!” This is a very popular 
variety of the Silver Jubilee is- 
sue of 1935. To celebrate the 


find I am going to tell you about the varieties 
of this Canadian set. 

The “Silver Jubilee” stamps aimed at no 
distinctive note but with the exception of 
the rather overcrowded 3-cent design they 
were regarded as artistically the most suc- 
cessful of all the Jubilee stamps. Towards 
this end the portrait of H. R. H. Princess 
Elizabeth on the 1-cent green and the 10- 
cent green showing a vignette of Windsor 
Castle set this issue up to a high standard. 
The 13-cents blue design with a delightful 
engraving of the Royal Yacht “Britannia” 
is said to have given much pleasure to His 
Late Majesty King George V. These fine 
stamps were produced by the Canadian Bank 
Note Company of Ottawa, and were issued on 
the 4th of May. 

There have been several interesting varie- 
ties of this issue reported by prominent Ca- 
nadian philatelists and these are the ones that

To conclude my article I must quote from 
the James Text on what they have to say 
about this 1935 issue: 

“Six most famous and popular stamps ever 
issued in Canada to date. They were issued in 
1935 to commemorate the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of the accession to the throne of 
the British Empire of King George V. Several 
factors some similar to those surrounding the 
other notable issue of the Diamond Jubilee 
of Queen Victoria in 1897 -have contributed 
co this great favour: The love for the many 
excellent qualities of George V, and the tre- 
gret for his death soon after the jubilee cere- 
mony, the tragic abdication of one so much 
loved by all the world, and now known as 
the world’s greatest lover, the spendid tre- 
sponse and leadership of King George VI, and 
not by any means the least the sweet lovely 
Princess Elizabeth who is destined to be an- 
other of England’s illustrious Queens.” 

This Silver Jubilee set can be obtained very 
cheaply, and I would advise every general col- 
lector to have a set. Do not worry about the 
varieties. Leave that to the specialist, unless, 
like me, you happen to find a “weeping rrin- 
cess”!

Dedication Cover Will 
Rogers Field, Okla. City 





There was but a notice of a few days, so 
that it was impossible to notify Linn’s, but 
on June 28th the new Air Base for Bombers 
at Oklahoma City was officially dedicated 
as WILL ROGERS FIELD, a signal honor 
to the state and its First Citizen—and the 
first time the Army has given such a dis- 
tinction to a civilian. 

When the announcement was made “Tex” 
Edmunds, owner of a grand collection of 
Will Rogers letters, contracts and other ma- 
terial, thought of the idea of a cachet for 
the event. He consulted Paul R. Fox, Presi- 
dent of the local club, together they hur- 
ried out to the Base, saw the Commanding 
Officer, Col. Hoyt and got his full coope- 
ration, went to see our Postmaster, Joe S. 
Morris, and not only got his assurance of 
facilities but a two day offered delay in 
opening the new branch post-office at the 
Base, and the promise of a quantity of the 
new 6c airmail stamps. So on the 28th the 
Field was dedicated with much banging of 
drums, flying of huge planes and speeches 
by Governors and Generals, and Indian trib- 
al dances, to the great enjoyment of ten 
thousand people. 

And at 9 A. M. the new postoffice opened 
and a squad of members of the Okla. City 
Stamp Club were there, and when the office 
closed at 5:30 they had cancelled 3,383 
pieces of mail on the hottest day of the year 
so far, and went home tired and happy. 

“Tex” got a local artist known for his 
Will Rogers pictures, to make the drawing. 
It was approved by the Army and the Post 
Office. We designed the canceler, which was 
also approved. We got write ups in the local 
papers and the Chamber of Commerce sent 
the news through the state. A leading Main 
St. store displayed Mr. Edmunds’ frames of 
Rogeriana and the whole affair went off 
with a bang, except for the unfortunate lack 
of time to notify the stamp press. All we 
were able to do was send the Editor a cover 
of the event. 

The cachet is in black and carries a pic- 
ture of Will Rogers with “In Memorium” 
over his head and below “Dedication, Will 
Rogers Field,” etc. The postmark reads 
“Will Rogers Field, Oklahoma City, Okla., 
2 P. M. Jume 28, 1941” and the wording 
in the bars FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE— 
U. S. ARMY—DEDICATES—WILL ROG- 
ERS FIELD. 

Feeling that some collectors will want a 
cover the local stamp club bought and laid 
aside some which can be had from Mrs. J. 
B. O'Reilly, Secretary, 1621 N. W. 41st St., 
at 20c for those with 3c Defense stamps and 
25c for those with the new 6c airmail.

“The Crange Book" 





Such is the designation applied to the first 
book of the second series of “The Stamp 
Specialist” booklets issued by H. L. Lind- 
quist Publications, 2 West 46th Street, New 
York City. 

This method of naming each individual 
publication will be desirable when there is 
a need for reference to any particular book 
ot the series. 

The number now at hand was issued July 
1 and the price is $1.50 postpaid. The book 
is a handsomely printed volume of 136 pages 
with many attractive illustrations and con- 
tains articles on U. S. Stamp Designs, Sup- 
plementary Mail Service of New York Post 
Office, Stampless Covers of Poland, The 
Luff Reference Collection, the 5c De La 
Ruc Confederate stamp and some specialist 
study of 20th Century U. S. Stamps. 

Taken as a whole, the material is well 
presented and should be of value and inter- 
est to every student of stamps as well as 
necessary to every person who claims to be 
a stamp dealer, for information such as is 
contained in this work is necessary knowl- 
edge for anyone who poses as a Philatelic 
Expert. 

From the standpoint of the average stamp 
cellector, the material is good reading but 
unless the collector is particularly interested 
in the subject, there is little incentive to 
to study the matter for few collectors are 
deeply enough concerned about the subjects 
treated to make the book interesting to 
them. 

Our readers are to understand that we are 
not trying to belittle the excellent material 
found in this very excellent book, but we do 
point out that an article on the stampless 
covers of Poland is not apt to find many 
collectors who will find it ‘nteresting enough 
to want to read it through. 

The publisher announces that it is neces- 
sary that a sale of 3000 copies of the books 
be accomplished in order to cover the ex- 
pense of production, and that less than that 
number are now subscribed for. 

We merely quote this statement to show 
what problems a publisher of Philatelic 
books must cope with. Subject matter that 
will interest 3000 readers is difficult to find 
in these days of diversified stamp collecting, 
and when a price of $1.50 is tacked on to it, 
the number of probable buyers is reduced. 

The point then is whether publications 
of this nature should be printed and bound 
in paper backs in order to reduce the cost 
of same and thus have a larger distribution 
or whether one can obtain enough support 
to produce them as this volume has been 
produced. It is a meritorious undertaking 
and will and should have the support of

all who can afford to add such a book to 
their library. 

Readers will be thankful that the book 
has been produced without the usual num- 
ber of pages of advertising tucked away in 
the back of same. This is doubtless done be- 
cause without this advertising the book can 
be mailed under the low book rate of post- 
age and the saving thus made probably more 
than offsets the revenue that would have 
come from advertising and too, the people 
who are usually approached for advertising 
for a publication of this nature are doubt- 
less thangful for this situation. 

The publisher requests readers to suggest 
subjects for articles for future inclusion in 
similar books. While we would not attempt 
to speak for others, we would say that the 
most popular subject would naturally be that 
sort of subject which would have an appeal 
to the greatest number of collectors. 

The elite in stamp collecting are few and 
far between. This is true because one must 
needs have ample resources even if he has 
an inclination to be a student of classic U. 
S. material. The more thorough articles on 
the very simplest phases of stamps and 
stamp collecti will have a much greater 
following ory productive of more good 
in the end.

Clippings from the Corning (N. Y.) 
Daily Journal of Dec. 12 and 31, 1912 are 
submitted by Capt. Fred G. Meyers, which 
tell of impending adoption of parcel post 
service and new stamps provided for this 
se. The earlier clipping describes the stamps 
as “said to be one of the most perfect and 
attractive in design ever issued by the United 
States or any other country.” The $1 stamp 
was particularly praised and heavy purchases 
by stamp collectors of the attractive set were 
predicted. The Dec. 31 clipping was devoted 
to instructing the public regarding the new 
service to commence on the following day, 
January 1, 1913. It was emphasized that only 
the special Parcel Post Stamps could be used 
on parcels and that if ordinary stamps were 
used the postal clerks were to cance] them 
and the package be held until parcel post 
stamps for the full amount be submitted by 
the sender. Packages failing to bear the sen- 
der’s name were to be sent to the Dead Let- 
ter Office. Weight limit was 11 pounds, with 
total measurement of length and girth com- 
bined limited to 72 inches. Al! parcel post 
packages had to be mailed at post offices, use 
of mail boxes not being permitted. The De- 
partment soon modified these regulations and 
the Parcel Post stamps were discarded. 





Captain Fred G. Meyers of the Corning 
(N. Y.) Fire Dept. did his spring cleaning 
early this year and found in his desk some 
old clippings given him several years ago, 
mostly dating in the middle 1890s. The com- 
ments upon Columbian and Parcel Post is- 
sues were particularly interesting and we have 
made some notes from them, which appear 
here now; with possibly more later. 

The Columbian series went into use in 
January 1893, but was not as popular as 
postal officials expected and late that year it 
was found necessary for postal officials to is- 
sue orders to postmasters to sell Columbian 
stamps exclusively until those denominations 
were exhausted. This took only a couple 
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months for certain lower values, but the dol- 
lar ones remained for years. At first it was 
freely predicted the stamps would become 
valuable and a clipping from the New York 
World and recopied by a Buffalo paper is 
headed “The Columbian Series in a Few 
Years Will Command Enormous Prices.” That 
was in March, 1894! Many unlucky specu- 
lators were unable for years to get even face 
value without difficulty, particularly of the 
higher values, now so eagerly sought. 

The Buffalo Express of August 26, 1894 
comments on the cornering of the market of 
the $1 Columbian. The stamp was then, it 
was said, bringing $5 per copy when offered. 
But predictions that “there will be a dull 
thud on the market when these dealers be- 
gin to unload them” were borne out by the 
fact that even in 1903 the Scott Catalog had 
the stamp priced at only $2.50, and the pub- 
lishers in their price list offered the entire 
set for $20 ($18 for the five dollar values 
which catalogue at $24.75.) Someone was 
badly disappointed! And it must have been 
the anonymous stamp firm which in a May 
18, 1894 clipping was reported to have bought 
all post office holdings and all other copies 
offered (around 10,000 copies.) 





On December 2, 1893 the Washington Post 
commented upon the eager manner in which 
the lucrative stamp printing contract was 
sought. When bids were opened for the con- 
tract to commence on July 1, 1894, it was 
found that for the first time since 1879 the 
printing of our postage stamps seemd likely 
to pass out of the control of the American 
Bank Note Company, for Charles F. Steel, a 
man without a press to his name, had under- 
bid them by about four-tenths of a cent per 
thousand stamps. The company protested 
awarding of contracts to him, and Steel 
countered and from the day on which the 
bids were opened (Nov. 15, 1893) until ear- 
ly in 1894 the feud continued. It was settled 
in an unexpected manner when the Chief 
Johnson of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing of the Treasury Dept. entered a bid 
lower than anyone, and this was accepted, 
though slightly irregular in its presentation. 
That ended private manufacture of U. S. 
stamps. 





® New Zealand’s postal service made a con- 
tract in 1893 for printing of advertisements 
on the backs of stamps. The contractors 
found it unprofitable and let the three-year 
contract lapse after adhering to it for one 
year, paying 800 pounds for the first year.

This booklet by the above title, is the 
fourth of the Philatelic Who’s Who series 
prepared and published by the Pan Ameri- 
can Union for the purpose of bringing to 
the English reading public, facts not else- 
where available in their native tongue. 


The Chilean Who’s Who constitutes one of 
the most timely contributions to the series. 
In the present bellicose state of the world, 
Chile is, and perhaps will continue to be, a 
center of deep interest since from its north- 
erly plains the greatest quantities of nitrate 
any one country can produce are being 
stored and made ready for shipment.

THe E1icHt Batt Bounces. 


Philosophy and physchology seem pretty 
well mixed up in a question hovering about 
and above the heads of the usual writer for 
any media. The average publisher chortles 
with glee when letters arrive offering com- 
ment on any specified material. Audacious as 
well as selfish expressions find thetic way to 
an editor’s desk. Many of the missives would 
be subjected to a scathing denunciation by the 
very letter-writers themselves were they com- 
posed by anyone else. It was the acknowledged 
factor often voiced by a great editor. Emil 
Gavereau, who was instrumental in assisting 
some of the most successful journalists of 
the day, that letters of criticism indicate 
a fellow’s writings are being read, whereas a 
contented reader just doesn’t give a hoot 
about what is being served for approbation. 
It is the contention of just a few that news 
about stamp folks, and odd comment does not 
belong in a stamp paper. A social event such 
as a wedding or death notice should be ig- 
nored. Nothing but straight, cut and dried 
information about stamps is the prescription. 
For that matter, why should a foolish whacky 
write criticism a mile long, and expect it to 
be printed? Thousands of dollars have been 
spent on producing books, plays and great 
enterprises. Critics have voiced their opinions 
pretty freely, and often a legitimate Broad- 
way vehicle out-lived a critic’s job. What 
right has anyone to voice a selfish utterance 
about his own personal likes or disl'kes when 
an entire assemblage approves of a certain 
media? If everyone else thought as he did, 
then perhaps the rest of the world would 
also be sitting in some corner and biting 
finger-nails in vindicative anguish. What has 
done more for Philately than the timely ex- 
ploitation of news surrounding the hobby? 
What would be known about events pertain- 
ing to stamps of the past, if such recordings 
had not been inscribed? The chronological 
scheme of what goes on in Stampdom is re- 
corded by puffs and paragraphs no matter 
how insignificant just so long as it may be 
attached to Philately. By co-incident our file 
contains letters showing where a few debau- 
chers of anything worth while for Philatelic 
good, have also criticized authorative articles 
on stamp material. How many stamp disser- 
tations written about nineteenth century ma- 
terial to-day are original? How many writers

Notes On A Survey. 


A circular letter sent by Bill Corvell, 
points out that a publication devoted to the 
sphere of mechanics, recently tabulated a 
check-up among 225,000 readers, and found 
that 50,000 of their consistent followers ccl- 
lect stamps. Stamps indeed have a magnetiv 
power, and to boost the first paragraph in 
this column, it may be mentioned that the 
magazine on mechanics devotes much of its 
time and space to the stamp subject, and the 
people who buy the bovk because of its me- 
chanical information, do not object to the 
Philatelic matter it contains. 


Postace Stamp Cotors. 

If you are interested in making a study of 
stamp colors, and have perhaps devoted some 
time and energy in the field, then due appre- 
ciation should be expressed for the work ac- 
complished by H. A. Froom in San Diego, 
California. It is indeed a ponderous undertak- 
ing and Froom has embraced an amazing 
amount of re-search in two tomes. He has 
also worked out a color chart and arranged 
a color survey in addition to many of the 
half-tones and drawings. There are quite a 
few earnest students of postage stamp colors 
here in the East, and the mysterious abundance 
of color shades and variances lends more 
than just an ordinary amount of problems 
to diagnose. It would not be surprising if 
some day a group of collectors banded to- 
gether solely for the purpose of seriously 
establishing what may be lightly termed as 
the color line. 


A HarMerR AUCTION. 


There is something about a Harmer auc- 
tion so singularly impressive, perhaps because 
of the orderly fashion in which the entire 
routine proceeds. Another reason may seem 
more likely, and that is the clientele such 
sales attract. A Newfoundland Halifax block 
of four unused 35c with inverted surcharge 
went for $975 without so much as a ripple 
of excitement among the audience present. A 
De Pinedo 6%¢ black ranked in second place 
as the next to highest bid at $785,.and a

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Bavaria, Land of Insane Monarchs 
And Magnificent Scenery

Bavaria began issuing stamps in an age 
when the only subject thought to be fitting 
for use on postage stamps was the portrait of 
some regal figure, king, queen, emperor, or 
the like. One of the paradoxes in Bavarias’ 
postal history was that for sixty years she 
refused to picture a man on any of her 
stamps 

In 1849 one year after Ludwig I was de- 
posed, Bavaria began issuing stamps. Because 
fun loving Bavarians disapproved of Ludwigs’ 
wild romance with the dancer Lold Montez 
they decided against giving him postal recog- 
nition. Ludwig I is remembered in history 
for making Munich into the second Athens. 
All over that fair city are buildings modeled 
by Ludwig after the austure temples of an- 
cient Greece. 

Maximilian II succeeded Ludwig and ruled 
for sixteen years. He is remembered for noth- 
ing in particular and even his own people 
would not use his portrait on their stamps. 

For 400 years the young branch of the 
House of Wittlesbach ruled Bavaria (the old 
branch of the family died out in 1334) Dec- 
ade after decade of close intermarriage fi- 
nally had its effect upon the family. In 1864 
the grandson of Ludwig I, handsome eigh- 
teen year old Ludwig II came to the throne. 
He inherited all of the fallacies that come as 
a result of close inbreeding. He was very 
romantic and often traveled around the 
countryside in troubador hats, pink hose, 
blue breeches of velvet, and a satin cape. Dur- 
ing the first few years of his reign he was ec- 
centric but quite sane. He was greatly in- 
fluenced by Richard Wagner and would 
gladly give Wagner anything he asked. As 
years went by the world took on a fairy 
tale like appearance for Ludwig. He began 
to look on his people as characters from the 
great Wagnerian operas. When he addressed 
the mother of his bride to be as Kriemjild 
she became angry and shouted at him, “I'll 
thank you to remember that I am neither 
Kriemhild nor one of those blond hussies 
that went galloping with Wotan.” 

When, in addition to his other eccentrici- 
ties, Ludwig acquired the bad habit of making 
calls on his friends at 3 or 4 o'clock in the 
morning and expecting a grand reception or 
at least a banquet, Princess Sophie decided 
to break their engagement. For weeks no one 
heard of Ludwig and it was thought that he 
was sulking in one of his story book castles. 
But, lo and behold one of his friends stumbled 
on him in Paris where he was taking in the 
International Exposition. 

Ludwig turned from love making to archi- 
tecture. In rapid succession he built three 
magnificent castles. Their names astounded 
the people as much as their cost. One was 
called Hohenchiemsie, and another was called 
Hohenschwangau. The last received the name 
Newschwanstein. After the castles came a tru- 
ly beautiful Alpine retreat which he built 
and called Schloss Linderhoff. 

Poor handsome, romantic, unbalanced Lud- 
wig began riding a snow sleigh in the summer- 
time. After having watched his antics for 
21 years the government decided to take ac- 
tion. On June 11, 1886 his uncle Prince Luit- 
pold was made regent. When Ludwig died a 





year later his brother Otto I came to the 
throne. Otto was insane from the first. He 
called a straight jacket home for most of the 
68 years of his life. 

To wise old Prince Luitpold goes the credit 
for keeping Bavaria postally alive. The Ger- 
man government several times attempted to 
force the Bavarian postal system out of exist- 
ance. But Luitpold insisted that Bavaria be 





allowed to continue issuing its own stamps. 
In 1912 Otto I was deposed. Since foolish 
Otto had never actually ruled, it was 
Prince Luitpold who was overthrown. The 
91 year old Prince Regent was succeeded by 
another bearded old man Ludwig III. Iron- 
ically enough it was only the year before that 
Bavaria had honored Luitpolds silver anniver- 
sary as regent with a set of quite attractive 
stamps. In 1918 the Bavarian royal house 





was overthrown but the aged Ludwig III was 
so popular that he was never forced to leave 
the country. 

After glancing over Bavarias unusual 
history it is not hard to understand why 
none of its 271 postage should honor the im. 
moral king Ludwig I or the insane kings Lud. 
wig II and Otto I. The question we philate. 
lists ask is: Why didn’t Bavaria picture on its 
stamps some of the beautiful buildings de. 
signed by Ludwig I and Ludwig II? Fairy 
tale castles would furnish a delightful sub. 
ject for postage stamps. 

After Bavarias domination for centuries 
by the peculiar Wittlesbachs is it so strange 
that peculiar Adolf Hitler should make his 
home Berchtesgaden, there?

New Manchoukuo Commem. 





B. R. Zarins, Box 85 Harbin, Manchou- 
kuo, writing under date of May 25th, sends 
a subscription to Linn’s Weekly also in an- 
other letter of the same date a subscription 
to The Collector. He states that the new 2 
and 4 fen stamps on the covers are a Com- 
memorative issue and that the cancellation of 
May 25 is first day of issue. 

These new stamps are of the usual small 
size of the Manchoukuo issues and both of 
the same design. The 2 fen being in red and 
the 4 fen in blue. The entire inscription ex- 
cept the figures of value is in Japanese and 
Chinese characters. 

While looking at these stamps a peculiar 
thing appears in the design which shows a 
Japanese soldier with the butt of his rifle 
in his right hand and the barrel of the gun 
pointing over his right shoulder. The uniform 
coat of the soldier has a stiff looking collar 
which blends in with the barrel of the rifle 
and the appearance is that of the rifle being 
wrapped around the neck of the soldier. 

It might thus be indicative of how the 
Army in Japan has the people in its grip.
